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Introduction 

Much  research  has  already  been  done  on  the  geology  and  geomorphology  of  the 
Blue  Ridge.   The  purpose  of  this  bibliography  is  to  provide  researchers  access  to 
these  accumulated  references.   The  emphasis  of  the  bibliography  is  on  the  geology 
of  the  region,  for  there  appears  to  be  relatively  little  scientific  literature 
written  on  the  geomorphology  of  this  portion  of  the  Blue  Ridge. 

This  bibliography  covers  the  Central  and  Southern  Blue  Ridge  physiographic 
provinces  from  southcentral  Pennsylvania  to  northeastern  Georgia.   Along  this 
corridor  the  Blue  Ridge  ranges  from  five  miles  to  more  than  50  miles  in  width 
(Hunt  1974).   However,  the  geologic  processes  which  generated  the  Blue  Ridge  were 
also  responsible  for  the  stratigraphy  and  structure  of  the  rocks  in  the  remainder 
of  the  Appalachian  belt,  namely  the  Piedmont,  Valley  and  Ridge,  and  the 
Appalachian  Plateaus.   Although  the  Blue  Ridge  terminates  in  Georgia,  the  rocks, 
stratigraphy,  and  structural  trends  continue  into  Alabama  and  in  fact  may  be 
continuous  with  the  Ouachita  Province  farther  to  the  west.   Because  of  the 
intimate  geologic  relationship  of  the  Appalachian  physiographic  provinces,  the 
author  has  included  selected  references  on  Piedmont  and  Valley  and  Ridge  geology 
representative  of  this  relationship  (Thomas  et  al.  1980;  Thomas  1973;  Milici  1970, 
1975). 

The  earliest  works  in  geology  appeared  to  have  two  functions:  to  describe  the 
geology  of  an  area  (Kieth  1903,  1904,  1905B;  Hitchcock  1885;  Jones  1923;  etc.)  or 
to  determine  the  economic  importance  of  mineral  deposits  (Emmons  and  Laney  1926, 
Pratt  and  Lewis  1905,  Stose  and  Miser,  1923,  etc.).   Later  these  studies  were 
expanded  to  include  a  larger  regional  view  and  the  processes  that  generated  the 
geology  (Hadley  and  Goldsmith  1963,  King  1963,  Allen  1968,  etc.).   At  about  this 
time,  the  attempt  to  correlate  rock  type,  stratigraphy,  and  structure  along  the 
length  of  the  Appalachia  was  begun  (Rodgers  1970). 


When  Dewey  (1969),  Bird  and  Dewey  (1970),  and  Bird  et  al.  (1971)  suggested  a 
plate  tectonic  model  for  the  formation  of  the  Appalachians,  a  new  era  started  in 
geologic  investigations.   Because  of  these  works,  developmental  models  for  the 
Southern  Appalachians,  based  upon  plate  tectonics,  were  proposed  (Hatcher  1972B, 
Rankin  1975,  1976).   Since  these  publications,  investigations  have  focused  on 
obtaining  detailed  geology  to  determine  the  applicability  of  a  plate  tectonics 
model  for  the  Southern  and  Central  Appalachians  (Hadley  1970,  Rankin  1970,  Hatcher 
et  al.  1980;  Tull  1980;  Drake  1980;  etc.).   Researchers  have  studied  diverse 
topics  from  the  Brevard  fault  zone  (Clark  1974,  Medlin  and  Crawford  1973,  Roper 
1973,  etc.)  to  geochronology  (Fullager  and  Odom  1973,  Van  Camp  1982)  to  alpine- 
type  ultramafic  rocks  (Stevens  et  al.  1974;  Misra  and  Keller  1978)  to  piece 
together  the  giant  puzzle  of  plate  tectonics. 

Most  recently,  Cornell  University  and  its  "C0C0RP  PROJECT"  have  provided 
geophysical  data  which  suggest  that  the  rocks  of  the  Piedmont  and  Blue  Ridge  have 
been  moved  west-northwest  along  a  nearly  horizontal  thrust  fault  (Cook  et  al. 
1979).   This  "Eastern  Overthrust  Belt"  has  led  to  speculation  of  sedimentary  rocks 
lying  below  the  thrust  surface  (Cook  et  al.  1979)  and  the  possibility  of 
hydrocarbons  within  the  sediments  below  the  crystalline  rocks  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
and  Piedmont  (Harris  et  al.  1981). 

Since  the  Southern  and  Central  Blue  Ridge  have  their  greatest  areal  extent  in 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  the  majority  of  the  references  are  from  these  states. 
No  bibliography  can  ever  be  deemed  complete;  titles  may  have  been  overlooked  while 
new  articles  continue  to  come  into  print.   This  bibliography  should  be  considered 
as  a  starting  place  for  interested  researchers. 


Methodology 

This  bibliography  was  prepared  using  the  library  resources  at  Western  Carolina 
University  and  contains  nearly  875  entries  dating  from  1875  to  the  present. 
Included  are  published  articles,  reports,  monographs,  bulletins,  professional 
papers,  theses,  etc.,  dealing  with  the  geology  and  geomorphology  of  the  Southern 
and  Central  Blue  Ridge.   Certain  papers  which  do  not  deal  with  field 
investigations  (e.g.,  crystal  structure  analysis  of  Blue  Ridge  minerals)  have  been 
omitted  from  the  indexed  bibliography. 

References  for  inclusion  were  obtained  by  searching  through  pertinent 
periodicals,  monograph  series,  books,  U.S.  Geological  Survey  publications  (open 
file  reports  are  not  included),  and  State  Geological  Survey  publications  (Alabama, 
Georgia,  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  Pennsylvania,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Virginia,  and  West  Virginia).   In  addition,  a  library  and  computer  (DIALOG)  search 
was  done  to  obtain  these  titles.   The  author  takes  responsibility  for  the 
references  included  within  this  publication.   It  is  hoped  that  this  bibliography 
is  comprehensive  and  offers  researchers  a  meaningful  starting  point  to  the  geology 
and  geomorphology  of  the  region.
